Union Violence in Cleveland 
Described in Trial. 


“Nipper” Anderson Denies 
Testimony of a Girl. 


Twenty - fifth Indianapolis 
Defendant on Stand.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 14.—Riots 
and assaults in union labor disputes 
in Cleveland, O., out of which, the 
government charges, came great ex- 
plosions against employers of hon- 
union men, were inquired into at the 


‘| dynamite conspiracy trial today. 


In the testimony of Peter 
J. Smith, former president and bus- 
mess agent of a local tronworkers’ 
union in Cleveland, Federal Judge 
Albert B. Anderson said in reference 
to local assaults in labor disputes, 
“Had the local authorities done their 
duty there wouldn't have been any 
need of a trial here.” 

Dist.-Atty. Charles W. Miller had 
stated that there were fifteen explo- 
sions in and near Cleveland and thas 
these explosions for which no one 
has been prosecuted were the 
of the present suft by the govern- 
ment for illegal transportation of ex- 
plosives. The District Attorney said 
a reign of terror had existed in Cleve. 
land, “second only to that at Los 
Angeles. Smith denied he had caused 
any explosions, but he admitted he 
was implicated in assaults “when, 
called Opon to defend himself.“ 

As typical of the assaults, the gov- 
ernment stated that one non-union 
workman had his teeth knocked out 
vy another man's heel. 

“With fights going on there in 
Cleveland week after week and no 
one arrested for causing explosions, 
I would like to ask what kind of a 
government have you in Cleveland?” 
asked Mr. Miller. 

“We have as gaod a a government 
as anywhere in the country,” replied 
Smith. 

But they never prosecute anyone, 
do they?” 

“Yes, some.” 

Smith was charged with complicity 
in causing explosions at North Ran- 
dall and Akron, O., near Cleveland. 

“Sixteen. witnesses have appeared 
against you,” said Mr. Miller. “Among 
them were two little giris, who said 
they saw you and George Anderson 
carrying a box near North Randall 
the night of the explosion. Do you 
say all those witnesses did not tell 
the. truth?” 

Some of them told the truth, but 
I did not know anything about the 
explosion until the next day.” 
Another witness testified Smith was 
at the union the night of the ex- 
plosion at Ak 

Smith admitted that when he re- 
turned to Cleveland for a visit a 
month after the trial began here he 
gave a newspaper interview in which 
he sald in reference to the defend- 
ants, “You never would think they 
were on serious business. To see 
them you would think they were at- 
tending a ball game.” 

M’NAMARA'S ATTACKS. 


John J. McNamara’s attacks on the 
authorities for causing his arrest were 
read in connection with the charges 
‘that the present defendants approved 
what he had said. 

Five months after her had been 
taken to Los Angeles for dynamiting 
McNamara's report as secretary of the 
union, was read at the ironworkers’ 
convention at Milwaukee, in Septem- 
ber, 1911.

FIRE TAKES LESS STRAW. 


— 

Increased Value of the Grain- Meld 

Product Makes Its Destruction Un- 

Mkely Mereafter About Auld. 

AULD, Dec. 14.——Most of the straw 
left after the summer's grain harvest 
elther 
by fire or by wagon. Indications 
strongly favor the prediction that 
never again will so much of the 
straw be burned to clear the way for 
the gang plow and disc drill. Here- 
tofore the straw has been considered 
of little value and the torch, in the 
form of the de-tempered fork, carry- 
ing blazing wisps of it, has been ap- 
plied almost universally. 

This year the high price of hay has 
increased the demand for straw so it 
would sell at about $6 or $7 per ton 
baled and delivered at a railroad sta- 
tion. Allowing about $1 per ton for 
it as left by the harvester or thresher 
in the field this affords a fair return 
for the baling and hauling to the 
shipping point. The scarcity of men 
and of baling outfits has kept the 
volume baled much smaller than it 
otherwise would be. The baled straw 
is used extensively in the orange 
greves as a mulch and also for bed- 
ding in horse stables. 

William Newport disposed of a 
large part of the straw on his 1000- 
acre field on his South ranch by bal- 
ing and has been burning off the re- 
mainder. The burning process on so 
large a piece of ground is spectacu- 
lar and is conducted in a way almost 
directly opposite to that of a fire- 
fighting campaign. With the aid of a 
favoring wind the fire is made to 
spread at a speed amazing to the un- 
initiated.

Dr. Henmen of the University of 
Colorado, three years ago, concluded 
from his laboratory work that in al- 
most all cases, the memory is best 
trained by hearing the spoken words; 
that lectures and oratory teach the 
facts more quickly and more easily. 
while the judgment original 
thought is best inspired by the extra 
work incited by the eyes. 

He also found that the length of 
retaining 
words and objects differed immensely 
with each person experimented upon. 

Another igvestigator, Mr. Kuhiman, 
of the Clark University laboratories, 
used sounds such as belis, dinner 
gongs, chimes, graphophones and the 
like. The sounds were presented twice 
to the subjects. Four weeks later the 
character of the sounds was entirely 
forgotten, and they ‘vere repeated 
three times. <A third and fourth se- 
Tries were given at intervals and al- 
ways, before and immediately after 
the sitting, the subject gave as good 
an account as he could of his mem- 
ory of the sounds. The ear memory 
proved to be very scrappy and faulty. 
The eye memory was twice as good. 

To discover the effect of 


experimented upon 
thirty students. He found that the 
power of memorizing and retaining 
words and figures varied as the log- 
arithm”’ of the interval at which the 
words were spoken. That is to 
say the longer the interval between 
the words, the longer those particular 
words were retained. Rests in be- 
tween words also aid the memory. 
Prof. Neumann has given the scien- 
tific world the results of an excellent 
experiment, which gives an authorita- 
tive answer as to the economy of 
lea g the whole or part of a sub- 
ject. He concluded from his exten- 
sive experiments that for the indi- 
vidual who is a “hard” student, who 
learns with difficulty, learning words 
or syllables is superior to learning 
whole phrases, sentences and greater 
“wholes.” The “whole” method 
proved itself definitely better than 
learning “parts.” This is true as a 
general, broad proposition. The num- 
ber of objects and syllables correctly 


greater for the entire experiment, but 
also for every individual case except 
one very hard“ learner. 

Two other workers, W. H. Pyle and 
J. C. Snyder, concerned themselves 
with the search for an economical unit 
by which business man and child. pro- 
fessional man and housewifé, could 
commit facts easily to memory. Con- 
suming six months, they decided that 
whether five to two hundred and forty 
lines of poetry were to. be memorized, 
it was always better to learn the whole

Their units varied from 6 to 246 lines. 
The unit was read aloud and as soon 
as the subject thought he could re- 
peat some of it from the beginning he 
did so, then reading on from the place 
where he was stuck. A period of from 
forty to fifty minutes was found to be 
the longest practicable. Each day all 
Parts previously learned were re- 
learned. Finally the whole could be 
given in 240 line units.

“Concerning the Human Understand- 
ing” and a novel called “Michael 
Kohlaas.”

The read- 
ing time was taken by a stop watch, 
but the tempo was left to individual 
preference. Reproduction was ex- 
pected at definite times before com- 
pleting the learning. Three warnings 
were given, to note equally the words 
and Sense, to note the sense until mas- 
tered, the single words and sentence 
construction, and to note only the 
words. The subjects were five mem- 
bers of the academy, all very much in- 
terested. The conclusion proved the 
very great advantage of learning by 
content over learning by rote. 

Dr. Kraemer and Professor Neu- 
mann have indelibly stamped this 
work with their emphatic deductions 
which are that the chief and most 


necessary aid to acquiring, memoriz- | jg 


izing, and retainnig anything, is a 
full understanding of the matter 
heard or read. Next in value as an 
ald to memory is smooth, easily un- 
derstood and readable sentences. 
The more phrases, clauses, and in- 
volved sentences present in à text, the 
more difficult is it to the memory. 
Then comes tempo. The more agree- 
able the tempo, the better it will be 
learned. Each individual, however, 
must select his own rhythm. 

Striking words, either in English 
or foreign languages, are great aida, 
as well as aliteration, assonance, and 
concreteness. 

Dr. Kraemer also discovered in 
this epoch-making experiment that 
there are different kinds of memory: 
the memory that finds it hard or 
easy to acquire facts, the memory that 
reproduces easily or with difficulty, 
the accurate memory, the sloppy 
memory, the twisted or bizarre mem- 
ory, and finally the tenacious mem- 
ory. 

For memorizing by heart, says Dr. 
Kraemer, a clear understanding of 
the subject is as important for schoo! 
children as for adults. All sing-song, 
rhythmical, and by-rote learning of 
multiplication tables or other mat- 
ters, is much more difficult for both 
child and adult, and also has a ten- 
dency to stultify the originality, creat- 
ive genius, and initiative of thought 
and judgment. Once the facts are 
understood, the words and numbers 
will imprint themselves afterwards. 

The great question whether mem- 
ory is improved by such incentives 
as recitations and reproductive tests 
such as oral or written examinations 
or tests, especially for adults, was 
examined by Prof. 8. Witasek of 
Germany and Dr. D. Katzaroff of 
Paris. Both of these great experi- 
menters—and they used numerous 
school teachers and other pedagogues 
as subjects—conclude that tests, ex- 
aminations and recitations are far 
superior to mere readings, attendance 
at courses, and repetitions of routine 
work. Says Prof. Katzaroff, “The 
amount of the superiority of recita- 
tions and tests varies according to 
the number and placing of these rect- 
tatlons.“ There is every proof that 
a memory or learning method which 
will incorporate recitations and 
tests, is more valuable than any mere 
reading and meditating method.

In Australia they allow as many 
saloons as there are men to 
pay the nominal license, which is 
just enough to pay the registration 
fee. Every man who drinks, or ex- 
pects to drink, in a saloon must go 
to the City Hall and take out a - 
cense in the shape of a brass check, | 
on which is stamped a number, 
for this he pays $5 a year and must 
always carry it with him. 2 

Before he can get « drink in any 
saloon he must display that brass 
check. If he is a native regular cus- 
tomer, a barkeeper looks over his 
book and tallies his drink or drinks. 
If he is a stranger, and has taken out 
his license, the new man is entered 
on the books with his number, and 
his drink entered up against him. 

Failure to do this, or selling a man 
a drink without having been shown 
the brass check, means the absolute 
and actual closing of the saloon, and 
there is no appeal. Every morning a 
blacklist is sent out from the City 
Hall to eath saloon, and woe unto 
any barkeeper who sells a drink.to a 
man whose name is on that list.

Field's comedy Weddirg Bells, 
the name of Belasco will be sponged off 
the local theatrical black board. 

It is no uncommon coincidence, 
either, that Bert Levy, the new lessee 
of the Main-street theater, has deter- 
mined to rechristen the playhouse 
“The Republic.” This is the name 
of the Forty-second-street theater in 
New York under the management of 
David Belasco. Until the present New 
York Belasco—at first known as "The 
Stuyvesant”—was erected, the Repub- 
lic was called the Belasco Theater. 
after it passed from Oscar Hammer- 
stein’s control te the David Belasce 
direction. 

So what has happened in New 
York in regard to the Belasco has 
been duplicated in Los Angeles. The 
bromidically inclined will find plenty 
of food for enjoyment in the coinci- 
dence. 

When Frederic Belasco suggested 
that I come to Los Angeles to manage 
his stock theater, then being erected 
for him by Philip L. Wilson, I was 
engaged in the rather exciting occu- 
pation of managing the tour of Mrs. 
Leslie Carter, at the moment enjoy- 
ing her greatest prosperity in Du 
Barry.” 

Fred Belasco advised me thusly: 

“You want to remember that run- 
ning a stock theater is nothing like 
anything you have been accustomed 
to. Instead of getting $2 for every 
seat, you're going to get only 75 cents, 
and the patron of the stock company 
expects, exacts and must have more 
for his admission than the patren of 
the $2 show wants. Instead of selling 
high-priced amusement, just bear in 
mind that you're going to enter into 
active competition with the clothing 
stores, the dry goods shops and the 
grocery men. You'll have to put up 
the shutters of the theater every night 
after the performance, and take them 
down the next morning, exactly like 
any merchant takes care of his store. 
There isn’t so very much Art in the 
stock company field, but there's a 

whole lot of Business connected with 

Mr. Belasco was only partially right 
in his estimate of the stock company 
end of the theatrical profession. 
There is a lot of genuine Art in it if 
you only take the pains to discover it 
—but forever and forever there is a 
vast amount ef Business in and about 
the stock company.

Galbraith was sent 
to Los Angeles to play leads with the 
BRelasec company, and he speedily 
won much popularity.

Paintings by Rogers. 

The fifty paintings, new and oid, 
that Charies A. Rogers is exhibiting 
quite fill the little gallery, on the top 
floor of the Walker Theater building, 
Grand avenue, near Seventh street. 

One of Mr. Rogers's interesting ar- 
tistic experiences was three months 
of painting among the ruins of San 
Francisco, after the great fire, and 
he took away with him many pfctures 
of great historic value. The most cf 
these were sold in San Francisco; a 
few the artist still has with him in 
Los Angeles—he made his home here 
directly after the fire. Other pic- 
tures of unusual interest are this ar- 
tist’s studies of San Francisco's old 
Chinatown. 

“Portal of the Past” is like a relic 
of some noble Greek temple, though 
Mr. Rogers assures me it was the 
door of an apartment-house. In the 
distance, and through the portal“ we 
see the City Hall. The glow of late 
afternoon lays its enchantments over 
the picture. “Grace Church” has 
also beauty and interest. “Feeding 
Chickens, Old Chinatown,“ shows us 
a picturesque little Chinese maid in 
| biue and pink, in, a picturesque neigh- 
borhood of gray walls and doorways 
of green and red. 

An excellent study ts Ruins. Old 
Church, Mission San Juan Capis- 
trano.” Pale sunlight falls on the 
graceful arches of the adobe wulls.

“Rose Column,Capistrano,” is a riot 
of pink roses and green vines against 
the warm gray of adobe. “Old Mill. 
Pasadena,” shows us picturesque trees 
as well as the old mill itself. 

One of the strongest pictures in the 
exhibition, and one of the largest 
in size, is a study of the sea show- 
ing the breakers outside Golden Gate. 
It is one of the few pictures the artist 
saved from the fire. It was trampled 
on by the fleeing crowds, and Rogers 
thought it ruined forever. Recently, 
however, he took it out from its long 
hiding place, went over it carefully 
with restoring varnish, and it seems 
to be none the worse for its thrilling 
experiences. 

This exhibition will remain open 
till December 23.

The frontispiece of the International 
Studio for December is a reproduction 
in colors of a striking painting by 
Anders Zorn, Matins on Christmas 
Day,” one of the ten Illustrations to 
an article on Zorn by Dr. Axel Gauf- 
fin, translated from the Swedish by 
Edward Adams-Ray.

The Dress Allowance. 

“I suppose a woman could dress 
decently on $1000 a year,” Mary Gar- 
saying, “but why

dame to me recently, “after that it 
becomes immoral.” 


“But my dear, that would not cov- 
er the cost of two gowns” murmured 
a spirituelle little lady with incredible 
scorn—"T should say it was highly im- 
moral to be expected to dress on any 
Buch ridiculous sum.” 

You havé no idea how very smal! 
this subject of the dress allowance 
can make one feel. Fancy having to 
confesa, after a. conversation like that, 
that one 
luxtrious extravagance! 
noth! if not brave and I hereby as- 
sert th infinite audacity, in the 
faces of several thousand superior and 
unbelieving sisters, that one can dress 
handsomely on $200 a year. I don't 
coneider.% imyioral to spend more, 
only unnecessa and rather foolish. 

Clothes ae largely a matter of tem- 
pefament, 6f course, and some souls 
depend absolaiiefy upon their clothes 
and their personal appearance for 

happiness. all 
they can get. One Is a little sorry, 
perhaps, but they are not dangerous 
and they are certainly good for trade. 

T once had to drees on $50 a year 
for three years, and what is more 1 
looked jolly on it. Naturally I made 
up in personal conceit what I lacked 
in expensive drapery, but the ulti- 
mate effect was quite satisfactory.

Locomotive Drivers Who Quit on 
Northeastern Railway Completely 


(BY CABLE AND A. F. TO THE TIMES.) 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—Great hard - 
ships have been imposed on thousands 
of working people and a wide section 
of England directly affected by the 
strike of locomotive drivers on the 
Northeastern Rallway. Although only 
from 6000 to 9000 railway workers 
left their employment, the stoppage 
of the coal traffic has rendered idle 
four times that number of miners 
and many factories also have been 
forced to shut down. 

The hardships are the greater be- 
cause of the approach of Christmas. 
The strike began December 7. The 
announcement was made today by the 
Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Workers that the strike is “unauthor- 
ized and unrecognized” by the union 
and the consequent absence of strike 
pay has acted as discouragement upon 
the men. A speedy settlement was 
expected today when the Lord Mayor 
of New Castle intervened to bring 
about peace. 

At the same time the railroad com- 
pany holds out an olive branch to the 
men offering to reinstate the locomo- 
tive engineer who was reduced in 
rank as a punishment for being found 
intoxicated while off duty, after the 
lapse of a year if his conduct in the 


meantime is satisfactory.

AVAGE MUTINY 
IN FRENCH JAIL. 


BY PAUL VILLIERS.

PARIS, Dec. 14.—The prison of 
Rockefort hag been the scene of a 
savage mutiny. When the chief war- 
den, Leopold Archinard, entered at 
the dinner hour a cell occupied by 
eight convicts he was set upon and 
hacked to death before he could 
draw his revolver. His wife, who 
came to his aid, shared his fate. 
Fourteen razor slashes were found 
on her dead body. An officer of the 
Seventh Colonial Infantry, passing 
beneath the prison windows, heard 
the sounds of the struggie, and fran 
upstairs. Both he and one of the 
convicts, a sailor who bravely took 
his part, were severely. wounded. 
By this time the report of the 7 
mutiny had spread, and a strong ＋ 
force of police and gendarmes sur- N 
rounded the prison. On the ground 
floor they found the dead body of 2 
the assistant warden, with a hatchet! ee 
wound in the throat. Mounting to W 
the first story, revolver in hand, they V 
came upon the bodies of the other > 
four victims. Archinard and his wife * 
were dead, but the sailor and the Ve 
lieutenant stin breathed. Ot the * 
murderers there was no sign. They . 
had mounted to the third fipor, and 8 
there barricaded themselves in a cell. 
Night had now fallen. The electric 
light had been cut off, presumably 
by the criminals, and the police ad- 
vanced through the somber corridors. 
by the light of an acetylene flare. 
“Open, in the name of the law,” 
cried the commissary. Receiving no 
reply, he gave orders that the door 
should be broken in. At the moment 
that it fell the flare flickered and 
went out. There was a desperate 
melee in the darkness. A sergeant 
was wounded in the left arm by a 


seven convicts, five were huddled in 
the corner, too cowed for further re- 
sistance. One lay on the floor with 
a bullet through his heart. The 
random shot had told. The corpse 
of the seventh swung from the reof. 
The mutiny has so far cost five lives; 
but it is doubtful whether two of the 
thrée wounded will recover. The 
sergeant’s wound is not grave. 

The whole affair is mysterious, and 
it is difficult to understand how the 
convicts were able to obtain and con- 
ceal such formidable weapons as 
razors and hatchets.

SEOUL (Koreo) Dec. 14.—Harrow- 
ing details of their treatment by the 
police were told during the week by 
the defendants examined at the re- 
sumption of the trial of the 106 Kor- 
eans charged with conspiracy against 
Count Terauchi, Japanese Governor- 
General of Korea. The prisoners have 
now outlined almost every torture con- 
ceivable and many which are unspeak- 
able and incredible.

THE PEASANT PATROLS. 

In Europe, most of the great mili- 
tary roads are patrolled by track walk- 
ers. The road is divided into sec- 
tions—usually two miles long-—and to 
each two-mile section fs assigned one 
patrolman who literally goes out with 
a broom and a pan, alert to find the 
slightest bump or crevice. 

The French system of building an 
maintenance may be taken as the 
example of European practice 
These roads were constructed by 
Bonaparte primarily as lines for rapid 
movement of heavy military forces, 
and they contributed materially to 
the extreme mobility by which the 
French army paralyzed its foreign 
foes. 

The great engineer provided by 
adequate drainage an absolutely dry 
foundation, which, after heavy tamp- 
ing, supported a layer of rectangularly- 
cut blocks of granite set on end, and 
these were covered with a thick coat- 
ing of fine gravel, which gradually 
worked into the interstices under the 
pressure and weer of heavy traffic. 

Relays of men, detailed in sections, 
kept constant watch of the surface, 
smoothing the slighest irregularitics 


az they appeared. filling crevices, of 
raising ‘sinking blocks and ever ob- 
literating the smallest disturbances of 
the smooth surface. The roads were 
required to be in perfect condition for 
the heaviest demands at any moment. 
This unremitting care brought the 
roadway down in uniform settling, its 
surface finally becoming bound into 
smooth and compact layen The 
system of upkeep is still continued, 
much in the method of our modern 
railroad sections. 
TOO COSTLY HERE. 

Nearly everyeLos Angeles motorist 
who has gone through Europe by au- 
tomobile has come back strongly urg- 
ing that this system, or one approxi- 
mating it, be installed here for the 
protection of our new highways. 

The high cost of labor in California, 
however, makes such a system im- 
possible. On the European roads. 
most of the patrols are old soldiers 
pensioners of the government. The 
wages alone of a man to patrol each 
two miles of highway would “break” 
the county treasury. 

In Massachusetts, a modification of 
this system has been adopted, a 
mounted highway scout !cing substi- 
tuted for the old soldier on foot and 
the beat“ to be patroiled being 
lengthened to several miles.

The old system by which the dirt 
highways of the county are stin 
maintained is no longer practicable.

oer than for maintaining 
ds. 


Under this system, which is still 
in operation, the county is divided 
into fifty-five road districts. Each 
road district has a road foreman who 
supervises the road work in his baili- 
wick. 

His efforts are limited and shaped 
largely according to the money avail- 
able. The property in each road dis- 
trict is assessed for road purposes 
and there is, in addition, a general 
road fund from which monreys may tbe 
diverted to the different districts for 
unusual expenditures as 
bridges. 

In Los Angeles county on some 
years past the money has been raised 
for road purposes by direct tax levy 
on property, limited under State law 
to 60 cents on each $100, the exact 
rate being determined by the Board 
of Supervisors when fixing the an- 
nual tax for all purposes. 

Each of the five Supervisors is at 
present responsible for maintenance 
expenditures on all the roads in his 
Supervisorial district, under road 
foremen in charge of the various 
road districts, of which there are 
fifty-five in the whole county. The 
First District, Supervisor Manning, 


has fifteen road districts and fore- 
men; the Second District, being en- 
tirely in Los Angeles city, has no road 
district;; the Third District, Super- 
visor Butler, has but one road dis- 
trict, the Cahuenga; the Fourth Dis- | 
trict, Supervisor Nellis, is divided into | 
twenty-two road districts, and Super- 
visor Pridham has seventeen road 
districts under supervision in the Fifth | 


District. 
Bridge construction and large im- 


~ 


provements are decided upon by the 


Board of Supervisors as a whole; or- 


dinary maintenance is managed by 


‘each Supervisor in his own district, 


he consulting and directing his sev- 
eral feremen. Incorporated cities 
maintain th ir ‘own streets, levying 
separate takes or assessments, with 
which the county officials have noth- 
ing to do. 

Road foremen receive from the 
county $3.50 per day, and employ 
from five to twelve men in each dis- 
trict usually, though sometimes run- 
ning gangs of fifty men on

| work. These men receive $2.50 per 


diem, with $2.50 added when using 
their own two-horse teams. In this 
way, resident taxpayers have some 
opportunities for “working out” their 
taxes on a cash basis. 

According to the last published re- 
port of the Board of Supervisors, the 
annual expenditures for road main- 


tenance, aside from the new high- 


ways, amounted to $367,404.74, of 
which sum the First District was 
charged with $88,204.16; the Third 
District, $31,285.31; the Fourth Dis- 
trict, $137,539.96; and the Fifth Dis- 
trict, $100,375 5.31. 

Under the new regime, the main- 
tenance will be financed from the 
general fund of the county. 

The new $3,500,000 highways have 
never gone under this system. 

Chief F. H. Joyner of the Highway 
Commission undertook, in addition 
to his work as the official road archi- 
tect, the work of engineer of main- 
tenance. 

He has devised a system of patrol- 
ing by automobile truck that appears 
to be practical and comparatively m- 
expensive. 

If Mr. Joyner. as now seems likely, 
is appointed by the Supervisors to the 
newly-created office of road commis- 
sioner, his present system will un- 
doubtedly be elaborated into a fly- 
ing squadron of auto trucks.

SYSTEM IS UNIQUE. 


— 
New Industrial City to Utilize Puri- 
fied Sewage for Commercial By- 
products and Irrigation Purposes. 

Chief Engineer Ralph Bennett of 
the Momingues Land Company will 
turn over the first unit of the $120,- 
000 septic sewer system of the new 
industrial A of Torrance tomorrow 
morning. Already more than seven 
miles of sewers have been completed 
in the new city, at a reported cust of 
over $60,000, while septic tanks for 
the treatment of the sewage are also 
complete. A 7000-feot outfall pipe 
has been completed to care for the 
waste water. 

The sewer system ok. Torrance is 
bullt on a unique plan. The collec- 
tion is made through eighteen-inch 
reinforced concrete pipes manufac- 
tured by the company in its own pipe 
yards. The sewage is collected in 
septic tanks and treated commercial- 
ly in order to obtain valuable by- 
products, which, it is said, will pay 
for the upkeep of the entire system. 
From the septic tanks a twelve-inch 
overfiow pipe 7000 feet in length 
carries the excess water to the south 
end of the company’s property, where 
it will be used for the irrigation of 
truck gardens lying between or- 
rance and Industrial City annex.

Large Portions of the Country Have 
Never Been Explored and Natue 
[Topeka State Capital:] After a 
year of perilous wandering in the 
wilds along the upper Madeire River, | 
F. B. von Teuber, the Amuron ex- 
plorer, is arranging another hazardous 
trip up a branch of that stream in 
search of a settlement of Fatintintins 
Indians, whe are supposed to dwell ' 
1900 miles inland from the Atlantic 


In the present explorations Mr. 
von Teuber has been aided greatly by 
the American-built Madeira Mamore 
Railroad, of which he speaks tn high- 
est terms. Here is what Mr. von 
Teuber has to say of his perils in 
the last year, and of his encounters. 
—— interesting, if dangerous. In- 

ns: 

“I arrived at the upper Madeira 
River ‘last year in August, and it was 
not my good fortune to be constantly 
near civilization in order to corre- 
spond with the outside world. 1 
have had several narrow escapes 
from fever, and yet, I don't think my 
personal safety was es much in dan- 
ger while wandering through the 
thick tropical forest as on the Ma- 
deira Mamore Kailway, when a Bra- 
gillian started to empty his 44 Win- 
chester at me while I was waiting for 
a train at the station. His marks- 
manship was not as good as his in- 
tention, as otherwise my wanderlust 
would have come to a sudden end. 

“As to my wanderings in Northern 
Brazil, after making careful prepara- 
tons, I went up the Mutum-Parane 
River, a branch of the Madeira, to 
visit the savage tribes inhabiting this 


region. On account of the river be- 


— 


ing shallow at this time of the year, | cipal 


I had to abandon the idea of follow- 
ing the river up to its source. How- 
ever, I came in contact with Gari- 
puna Indians, semi-savages of some- 
what civilized instincts, but not very 
hospitable. Only after frequent visits 
to their camps have I been able to 
obtain photographs around their liv- 
ing grounds. 

“The Indians themselves show 
great fear of having their pictures 
taken. Since it is very dangerous to 
enter unknown rivers, on account of 
the hostile savages, much time is 
spent in obtaining as much informa- 
tion as possible from the natives as 
to the habits of the tribes and the 
location of their camps. . 

“At the present moment I am mak- 
ing preparations to locate the settle- 
ment of the Parintintins Indians, who 
are supposed to live on the Rio Mar- 
meltos, a branch of the Madeira. The 
distance of location from the  At- 
lantic coast is about 1900 miles. Since 
the greater part of the State of Ama- 
zonas and Matto Grosso is unexplored 
the number of wild tribes inhabit- 
ing those regions is unknown. Most 
of those savages have never been 
approached by white men. The 
journey from San Antonio up to 
Guajara-Mirim, Bolivia, can now be 
made on the almost completed Ma- 
deira Mamore Railroad, a distance of 
365 kilometers, in a littie less than 
two days, while only a few yeare ago 
this trip took several months, going 
over dangerous waterfalls and rapids. 

“The constructed railroad is a last- 
ing monument of American engineer- 
ing skill. The dramatic history of 
the bullding of this road is well 
known, Northern Brazil is a coun- 
try lacking development. over @ vast 
area at „ and not a country in- 
capable of development.

Several months 
ago an old-time prospector known as 
“Tough Luck“ Jim Seay was roam- 
ing over the mountains searching for 
outcroppings of precious minerals 
whiten his attention was attracted to a 
deposit covering many acres. He ex- 
perimented in a crude way with the 
stramge-looking mineral and found 
that it would burn with a biuvish 
flame when he struck a match to it. 
There are places in New Mex- 
leo that give good surface indications 

oil, and he supposed this product, 

tever it was, was impregnated 
with seepage of crude petroleum. True 
to hig prospector instincts, however, 
he placed several samples of the de-

MISPLACED CONFIDENCE. 


He had almost forgotten that he 
had the samples when he chanced one 
evening, while sittting in the office of 
his rooming-house here discussihg 
minerals with a number of acquaint- 
ances, to pull out the specimens. He 
Passed them around, asking if anyone 
knew what the stuff was. Incidental- 
ly, he told the exact location of the 
Plage where. he had picked up the 
samples.

The distribution of the water in the 
rivers necessitates the defining of 
Water rights, and the distribution of 
the water according to those rights. In 
most States the rights were acquired 
without public supervision, and in 
these cases it is required to define the 
existing rights. In Wyoming, Nevada, 
Nebraska and Oregon, the distribution 
of the water in the streams is in 
hands of public Officials. In about 
one-half of the arid States the ac- 
quirement of water rights is under 
such supervision as will define them 
when they are acquired; in some, the 
distribution of the water supply is in 
charge of public officials, and in the 
rest, it is supervised by the courts, 
where there is any control at all. 

‘METHODS OF IRRIGATION. 

The United States is remarkable for 
the diversity of irrigation methods 


practised. It has been said that every rtv 


known method can be found in some 
part of the West.“ the Pacific 
Slope, Chinese, Hindus, Mexicans, 
Italians and Spaniards, are irrigating 
in accordance with the methods 
handed down to them by their fore- 
fathers. 

The really important systems of ir- 
rigation may be divided into four 
groups. They are: (1) Furrow sys- 
tem, used with cultivated crops, hay 
and grain; from a ditch on the upper 
side of the field a number of shallow 
furrows are run from two to five feet 
apart; the water percolates through 
the shallow furrows and moistens the 
intervening ground. (2) Flooding. In 
this system the field is crossed by a 
series of small lateral ditches, from 
fifty to 325 feet apart, following the 
contour of the surface; small dams are 
placed in these laterals, they overflow 
and the water runs down the slope, to 
be distributed by a man with a long- 
handled shovel; any excess water is 
caught in the next lateral lower down. 
(3) Check. The land is divided into 
sections by ridges, the bottoms of 
which are graded until level: these 
sections vary in size from 100 square 
feet to forty acres or more. (4) 
Basin. This system is confined to 
orchards, the water being carried in 
ditches to basins about each tree. 
Porous pipe, buried to a depth of 
about two feet, is also used to some 
extent. 

The average cost of preparing land 
for irrigation by the different 
methods, as computed by the govern- 
ment experiment stations, not includ- 
ing the cost of removing brush, is: 
For furrows, $1, to $10 per acre; 
flooding. $2 to $5 per acre; checking, 
$8 to $25 per acre; basin, $4 to $10 
per acre. 

ADVANTAGES OF IRRIGATION. 


The advantages of irrigation are 
numerous. It has aptly been termed 
“crop insurance.” Economically and 
skillfully used. irrigation is one of 
the greatest human benefactions;: 
loosely used, irrigation will ruin the 
best fields. Enormous monetary re- 
turns have been made from irrigation, 
and it is this phase of the proposition 
that appeals most to the American. 
Land which would scarcely produce a 
crop in five years, if at all, has been 
made to yield luxuriantly Dy irriga- 
tion. Returns of $500, $1000 and 
$1500 have been secured; while a 
few have averaged $500 per acre, year 
after year. Careful cultivation and 
the judicious use of water will get 
the best yields. The annual amount 
of water necessary for Irrigation has 
been found to be a quantity sufficient 
to cover the field to a depth of four 
feet, measured at the headgates of 
the canal. Different crops, and dif- 
ferent soils, as well as the difference 
in the seasons must be taken into 
consideration, however. 

Of the 13,500,000 acres under irri- 
gation in 1910, 600,000 were in the 
rice growing sections of the South At- 
lantic and Gulf States; 400,000 in the 
semi-arid States and 4000 in the hu- 
mid States. The rest was in the arid 
States. The arid section of the United 
States consists of North and South Da- 


kota, Kansas, Nebraska, Montana, 
Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico, 


Oklahoma, the greater part of Texas, 
Arizona, Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Wash- 
ington, Oregon east of the Cascade 
Mountains and the southern two-thirds 
of California. There are many spots 
in this region where local conditions 
have been found favorable to the pro- 
auctions of crops with rain. In 1990, 
102,819 farms out of 242,908 were ir- 
rigated in the arid States, comprising

The North Platte project in Wyo- 
ming and Nebraska contemplates the 
storage of the flood and surplus waters 
of the North Platte River in Wyoming 
by a 210-foot dam in a canyon just 
below the mouth of the Sweetwater 
River. During the irrigating seasons 
the water will be allowed to flow down 
the river 150 miles to a low diversion 
dam, whence it will be distributed by 
canals. It is estimated this will irri- 
gate about 400,000 acres. | 

In the western part of Nevada, the 
Truckee-Carson project involves the 
reclamation of 100,000 acres by the 
diversion of the Truckee River through 
a thirty-one-mile canal to the Carson 
River, where a reservoir will be bullt. 

The Rio Grande pro at Engle, 
N. M., near El Paso, Tex., provides 
for the construction of a reservoir 175 
feet deep and forty miles long. This

I am adding to the queries with 
a sample herein that I desire to know 
(positively) whether or not it is 
aventurine, and if so of what variety?

EATING GOAT MEAT AS MUTTON. 


A Subterfuge Practiced in Oregon 
Because of the Newness of the An- 
gora Goat Industry. 

{Portiand Oregonian: } Oregon 
stands well up to the top in the An- 
gora goat industry. We produce the 
finest mohair that is clipped in the 
country, and some of our choicest ani- 
mais are annually sold at the very 
highest prices paid for goats in this 
country. We have successful breed- 
ers and large flocks of fine animals, 
but the goat continues to used 
Principally as a clearer of land. This 
is shown by the fact that the mo- 
hair territory is constantly shifting, 
except in Polk and portions of Marion 
and contiguous counties, where the 
persistent goat fanciers continue to 
reside and carry on their business. In 
other sections the goats keep march- 
ing on as the brush lands are cleared 
up, the ordinary farmer not “both- 
ering” with them after they have 
eaten off the brush and got his land 
in good condition for agriculture. 

The reason for this is plain; the 
goat is not a very profitable animal 
for his fleece alone, and there is no 
sale for goat meat. In other parts 
of the world the young kids are 
sought by epicures and pronounced 
the finest of eating. The older ani- 
mals ure bought at prices on a parity 
with mutton. But nobody here eats 
goat meat under its true name, al- 


though some of it is sold on the Port- 


— market under the guise of mut - 
on. 

If some way could be devised to get 
our people to try undiaguised goat 
meat, and also taste the kid meat un- 
der its true name, there undoubtedly 
would spring up a demand for such 
meats at a fair price. Then we would 
dee a mighty boom in the Angora 
business, a boom that would soon put 
us on an equal footing with the- best 
Angora ‘istricts of the world. But 
it seems impossible to get a start, at 
least an organized start. Everyone 
who tries the meat finds it equal if 
not superior to mutton, but there 
seems to be something in the name 
which makes it obnoxious. It is un- 
fortunate that this is true, for it holds 
back an industry that would mean a 
great deal to Oregon.

CANANEA (Mex.) Dec. 13.—The 

. onth’s record for the Cananea 
smelter was 8,300,000 pounds of cop- 
per, a material gain. The new equip- 
ment is now being operated most ef- 
fectively and a still further -increase 
in efficiency and production is to be 
expected when four new Great Falis 
converters are installed. 

A new shaft in the great capote 
mine is down to the 600 level and 
will be continued to 1000 feet. It has 
been connected with the old shaft at 
several levels and an up-ralse is be- 
ing driven from the 600 level. Ore 
will be delivered to the railroad by 
an automatic conveyor. 

Work is being prosecuted vigorously 
on the long-neglected deposits at 
Puertocitos, where a large air com- 
pressor has just been installed. 

On the Elisa property, fifty-five 
feet of 6 per cent. copper has been 
cut on the 800 level. 

Throughout the Greene-Cananea 
properties, efforts are made toward 
added economy and the betterment 
of efficiency, both in operation of 
equipment and in the handling of 
the force. The production costs per 
ton of ore and per pound of copper are 
steadily being lowered. 


GOOD NET PROFITS. 

CLIFTON (Ariz.) Dec. 13.—I[Spe- 
cial Correspondence of The Times.] 
The Shannon Company's annual re- 
port showed net profits for the year 
of nearly $600,000, with about 8300, 
000 outstanding insolvent credits and 
in the value of copper on hand. Dur- 
ing the coming year, a new tunnel at 
least 1500 feet long is to be driven 
from a point on Chase Creek into 
Shannen Hill, cutting the main ore 
formation at a depth 300 feet below 
present workings. The costs for min- 
ing during the past year, were lower 
by 8 cents a ton than known before 
although miners’ wages were raised 
during the period. The smelting plant 
has been thoroughly overhauled and 
the costs of smelting have been ma- 
terlally reduced, as well as the costs 
of concentration. Experiments are 
being made in the hope of solving 
the economic treatment of low-grade, 
semi-oxidized ores, with much hope 
of success.
